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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered the 
Town of Parsonsfield by the York County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association for the period beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1949, to December 31, 1949. 


A School Health Program has been conducted in all 
sections of the town throughout the year. This means 
establishing habits which provide healthful living in 
the school, the home, and the community; and provid- 
ing knowledge and preventive measures which assist 
each individual in developing and maintaining good 
physical health. 

In further detail the program consists of retesting 
questionable vision and hearing, making a general ex- 
amination of each pupil; taking heights and weights, 
special attention to teeth and throat, charting all find- 
ings, making recommendations for remedial correc- 
tions, visiting and assisting parents of children who 
are found in need of immediate medical and dental 
attention. 

A Tuberculosis Case-Finding Program which con- 
sists of tuberculin testing of the school children, X-ray- 
ing all adult contacts of positive reactors and follow-up 
of all known cases and contacts.

One child transported to Portland, Maine General 
Hospital, for tonsillectomy, hospital bill paid by local 
‘Red Cross and Maple Grange. 


Four children were overweight and one underweight. 


Fifty children were given tuberculin patch test. 


Several home calls made because of school health 
problems. Adjustments readily made. 


Dr. Marion K. Moulton of Newfield gave her services 
for Maple Grange, in giving physical examinations to 
all pupils in South Parsonsfield and Newfield schools, 
several adults, pre-school children and babies. She also 
gave smallpox vaccinations, and immunizations against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus to all children 
who had not been previously immunized. All received 
medical advice and guidance and some were given medi- 
cine. The county nurse assisted. 


Twenty-two children were eligible for the “Health 
Promotion Certificates,” presented by the York County 
Tuberculosis and Health Association. We hope we can 
all work a little harder and reach our goal of 185 for 
the “Health Promotion Certificate” this coming year. 


Close teamwork on the part of physician, nurse, 
teachers and parents can be mutually helpful and bene- 
ficial to school, home and community ; and keeps health 
status at a high level. 
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The hot dinner served at Milliken is a fine project 
and well conducted. The excellent food gives the pupils 
extra energy they need for school work and creates an 
awareness of the importance of an adequate diet. 


In closing I wish to thank our superintendent of 
schools, Mr. Pulsifer, Dr. Ridlon, teachers, parents, 
Red Cross and town officials for their co-operation and 
assistance given in conducting the Health Program this 
year.

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REPORT OF BLISTER RUST CONTROL

Dear Mr. Leavitt: 


As you will soon be preparing your 1949 town report, 
we are submitting a brief statement on the status of 
blister rust control in Parsonsfield. 


This work is carried on co-operatively with the town, 
State, and Federal governments. The control of the 
disease is accomplished by destroying the alternate 
host plants, the currant and gooseberry family, within 
infecting range of white pines, usually under 900 feet. 


From the funds raised by Parsonsfield, there were 
expended $45.00 for the employment of local labor. 
To these funds were added $375.10 of Federal funds 
and $121.00 of State funds. With this total of $541.10, 
there were 9,894 acres examined and 7,843 wild currant 
and gooseberry bushes and 36 cultivated currants 
destroyed. 24,716 acres of the control area have been 
placed on a maintenance basis, where no further con- 
trol work should be needed for ten years. For the re- 
maining 2,100 acres still needing re- examination, we 
believe it can safely be left for two or more years in its 
present status. Therefore we are not asking your town 
to raise cunds for this work in 1950. 


The work is under the direct supervision of District 
Leader, Joseph B. Pike, Jr., of Bridgton. 


We wish to express our keen appreciation for the 
assistance the selectmen gave in this work, and for 
the co-operation of the citizens of Parsonsfield.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
or Parsonsfield: 


I am pleased to submit my fourth annual report as 
superintendent of your schools. 

Two changes in the teaching staff were made dur- 
ing the past year. At the East School, Mrs. Mildred 
Stacy was elected to replace Mrs. Edna Smith, who re- 
signed in August to take a position in a nearby town 
at an higher salary. Mrs. Flora Carpenter was elected 
as teacher of music for all of the schools in the town 
of Parsonsfield. Formerly, Mrs. Carpenter was em- 
ployed by the Kezar Falls Corporation section of Par- 
sonsfield to teach music at the Milliken School only. 

A reorganization of the East and North Schools was 
made this past yvear. The primary grades and part of 
the lower middle grades were assigned to the East 
School, and the upper middle and grammar grades were 
assigned to the North School. By reducing the grades 
from eight to four it becomes possible to double the 
amount of teacher time available for each grade and 
group together children more similar in age and physi- 
cal development. Last fall, music instruction was pro- 
vided for the children attending the North, East and 
South Schools. In order to derive the greatest amount 
of benefit from the services of the music supervisor it 
' was found necessary to transport the children from the 
East, North and South Schools to a centrally located 
point. Through the interest and generosity of Orchard 
Grange, No. 309, of East Parsonsfield, these schools 
were granted the free use of the hall on Friday morn- 
ings from 8.45 to 12.00 noon and for the Christmas 
Party and Spring Festival. The school department 
hires a janitor and furnishes the wood to heat the build- 
ing for the Friday morning classes. Mrs. Flora Car- 
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penter, of Kezar Falls, was engaged as the music su- 
pervisor for all the schools in Parsonsfield. Prior to 
this change only the Parsonsfield children who attend- 
ed the Milliken School had the benefit of music in- 
struction. | 

The Parsonsfield teachers attended an art course at 
the Cornish Town Hall during the hours of four to six 
and seven to ten o’clock in the afternoon and evening 
of September 12, 18 and 14th. This course was con- 
ducted by the Binney Smith Company of New York 
City. Its purpose was to make it possible for the teach- 
ers to learn how to teach art techniques and the con- 
struction of visual aids which could be used to assist 
in the teaching of the various subjects studied in the 
elementary grades on Union No. 9. By paying the 
registration fee of $9.00, our teachers could secure one 
hour of college credit from the University of Maine ex- 
tension division. This art course dealt with the follow- 
ing activities and topics: 

ARTS AND SKILLS IN CRAFTS 

Clayola—Figures, reliefs, modeling for erafts and 
correlations at different learning levels. 

Paper Mache—Construction of figures, toys, dis- 
plays, correlations. Methods of preparation. 

Finger Paint—Techniques, creative design, correla- 
tions, design and use for crafts. 

APPLIED TECHNIQUES 

Crayola and Chalks—Strokes, blending, stencil, de- 
sion, construction, methods, uses correlations. 

Painting, Water Colors (Opaque and Transparent) — 
Techniques, methods, mixing, blends, contrasts, cor- 
relations, application to crafts. Mounting exhibiting. 
Tempola crafts. 

COMBINING THE SKILLS 

Printing—Planning designs-transfer, cutting tech- 
niques, proofs, printing, block printing. Application to 
materials, poster work-book plates, favors, etc. 
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The efforts our teachers improve themselves directly 
benefit the children who attend their classes. 

This past year the Clinic Committee of Maple Grange, 
No. 559, in South Parsonsfield, instituted a very valua- 
ble service for the children at the South School by 
operating a clinic which gave each child a physical 
examination and immunization inoculations against 
diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough and vaccina- 
tion against smallpox. Doctor Marion Moulton, of 
West Newfield, assisted by Mrs. Sawyer, the school 
nurse, conducted this clinic. 

Possibly, in the near future, a Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation can be formed by the parents of the children in 
the East, North and South Schools. If this organization 
could be formed, one of their projects could include 
working with various local chapters of the local grange 
in extending and continuing this clinic so that all of 
the Parsonsfield children who attend the North, East 
and South Schools could receive this protection against 
these virulent childhood diseases. An additional project 
for the Parent-Teacher Association could be the erec- 
tion of and maintenance of swings at these schools. 

Two major improvements were made in the school 
transportation this past year. A 48 passenger Reo 
bus was purchased for the route which serves the 
Milliken School and a 48 passenger International bus 
was purchased for the routes which serve the East 
and North Schools. These buses provide safe and com- 
fortable transportation more economically than the 
previous units. The International bus has the two-ton 
chassis. This unit has the heavy duty motor that fea- 
tures a removable sleeve which contains the piston, 
rings and connecting rod in one unit. This construction 
permits replacement of the rings, piston, wrist pin and 
connecting rod by inserting a factory built and com- 
plete unit in place of the worn unit. It was fortunate 
that these two vehicles were operating this past win- 
ter because the heavy thaw in January would have 
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made it very difficult to operate the previous convey- 
ances. 

Several improvements and repairs were made on the 
local school buildings during the past year. The ex- 
terior of the South School was painted with two coats 
of outside white. The doors were painted dark green 
and the window sash were drawn in black. Under the 
leadership of Mrs. Edith Smith, the pupils converted 
the well-worn blackboards into serviceable chalkboards 
by painting them with two coats of a special green 
paint. Double roller shades were placed at the windows 
on the sunny side of the building. These shades per- 
mit a large part of the light to enter the room but shut 
out the intense glare of the sun in the late spring and 
early fall. 

The interior of the East School was painted with two 
coats of light green on the walls, light ivory on the 
wainscotting and flat white on the ceiling. This is a 
new sealing type of paint containing liquid bakelite. 
Through the efforts of the teacher, Mrs. Mildred Stacy, 
the well-worn wooden blackboards were painted with 
a special green paint to make them into serviceable 
chalkboards. The foundation of this school received a 
long overdue repair job. The tipped split-stones were 
relevelled and pointed-up on a new base of large field 
stones. The split and broken concrete walls of the privy 
vault were replaced with concrete blocks. The scrub 
cherry trees were cut down and the stumps uprooted. 
The stone piers holding the main floor timbers were 
re-set upon beds of cement and the floor levelled as 
much as it was thought possible without breaking the 
support timbers. Past neglect over a period of years 
has warped these timbers enough to require removing 
the floor and replacing these timbers if it were desired 
to set this floor so that it would be reasonably plumb 
again. We hope to avoid this expense by the work 
done last summer. The fallen lalley column in the class- 
room was reset when the floor was being levelled. 
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At the Milliken School, book shelves, bulletin boards 
and tack boards were located at convenient places on 
the walls in the fifth grade room. The interior of this 
room was attractively painted in a light reflecting 
color scheme. The walls were painted a light shade of 
green, the wainscotting in light ivory and the picture 
molding in aluminum. The desk tops were sanded down 
and painted with transparent liquid bakelite—a tough 
plastic. The metal work was painted with black enamel. 
Double roller shades were hung at the windows. Hand- 
rails were installed on both sides of all stair wells to 
prevent adults from falling as they walk up and down 
stairs during community gatherings at this building. 

A program to gradually replace the badly worn pupil 
furniture with well-made, moveable and up-to-date 
desks and separate chairs was begun this past year. 
Units were alloted to the South, North and Milliken 
Schools. 


If we are to continue with our program of rotating 
our repairs and renovations so that it will even the 
financial strain on the budget for any one year, the 
following needs should be considered for the coming 
year. 

Fund created for unexpected and routine repairs. 

Aluminum roof on the side of the North School 
towards the Clark Varney estate. 

Paint the interior of the North School. 

Paint the exterior of the East School. 

Purchase two portable chalkboards for the music 
program. 

Erect screens at East, North and South Schools. 

Install handwashing sinks at East and North Schools. 

Complete the picket fence at the East School. 

Paint the auditorium at the Milliken School. 

Create a fund to pay for the transportation costs of 
war surplus materials useful to the local schools. 
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Certain features of the financial report and the budg- 
et should be called to your attention. 

The overdraft in the financial report for the ele- 
mentary schools caused by the town books being closed 
two weeks later than last year. This extends the fiscal 
year over a period of 38 weeks of school instead of the 
usual 36 weeks. The usual school budget covers 36 weeks 
of school.-fhe refund of the reduction in the 1949 dis- 
tribution of State School Fund was not sufficient to 
overcome this deficit. A substantial part of the increase 
in the request for the elementary schools is caused by 
paying off this overdraft and restoring a part of the 
lost balances. 

The request for a bus depreciation fund is planned 
to even the financial strain on the town when it be- 
comes necessary to replace the present town-owned 
buses. The present plan calls for a certain fund to be 
set aside each year rather than raising all of the money 
in any one year. A committee could be set up to in- 
vest this money so that it may earn a fair return. 

The request for high school tuition is based upon 
a census of the intentions of the present high school 
students in Parsonsfield. It seems appropriate at this 
point to inform you of the present situation concerning 
the high school opportunities available to the young 
people in the town. That section of the financial report 
which deals with the expenditures for high school tui- 
tion will show you what it cost last fall to send them to 
places indicated. The enrollment chart for the high 
school grades will show you how many are enrolled in 
each grade in the town or school that is providing their 
high school education. 

Past experience in contracting with the Seminary is 
recent enough so that the citizens can compare its value 
with the present arrangements. Another solution is 
the operation of a joint or an area high school in co- 
operation with several other towns in order to provide 
a school large enough and sufficiently well financed to

furnish the occupational and other courses which the 
young people of Parsonsfield would find profitable. 

The tentative estimates based upon a three and one- 
half year study are presented for your information 
and consideration. I recommend that the town con- 
sider the appointment of a standing committee to study 
the educational system of the town and report its rec- 
ommendations from time to time. The town of Kenne- 
bunk found such a committee very valuable. Such a 
committee could be composed of the school committee, 
board of selectmen, representatives from Parent- 
Teacher Associations, granges, farm bureau and other 
organizations and citizens from various parts of the 
town. 

The reader should bear in mind that a school build- 
ing should be tailor made for the particular community 
it is to serve. Merely copying a building constructed 
for one community usually does not provide a building 
which will be most useful for another community. 

The building used in this example no doubt should be 
modified to meet this school union’s needs. However, 
after consulting with the State Department of Educa- 
tion it was found that among the school buildings now 
existing in Maine, this building comes the nearest to 
meeting the needs of this area. 

The figures concerning the cost of building which 
appear to be suitable in size, arrangement and cost for 
the six towns in this school union are based upon the 
cost of the new Houlton, Maine, High School building 
which was scheduled for completion in December, 1949, 
and to cost as follows: 


Contract, $512,500.00 
Architect, 30,750.00 
Clerk of the works, 1,800.00 

$544,050.00 
Furniture and equipment, 70,000.00 


Total, $614,050.00 
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If the above building and cost were approved by the 
State School Construction Council, the 94th State Leg- 
islature passed a law which would entitle the towns in 
this school union to receive help in paying for the cost 
of this building, when and if the State and/or Federal 
funds become available at a later date. 


The figures in the chart which follows show the costs 
and tax rates needed to pay the principal and the inter- 
est for the first year. The interest payment after the 
first year would begin to decrease and would continue 
to decrease as each payment on the principal was made. 


The reader should keep in mind that these figures 
may change next year because the valuation of the 
towns by the State assessors’ office and the local boards 
of selectmen and the building costs and the interest 
rate and number of pupils enrolled in the schools of 
this union may change. The interest rate 3% is well 
above the present financing rates but was used to make 
the results high enough to meet the possibility of a 
severe increase in interest rates. 
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Taking the town of Parsonsfield as an example, the 
chart reads as follows: | 

1. Combined valuation of personal and real proper- 
ty is valued at $742,805.00 by the town assessors. 

2. The State of Maine assessors’ office estimates 
the combined valuation of personal and real property 
in the town of Parsonsfield at $805,000.00. 

8. % total valuation indicates that town of Par- 
sonsfield has 21.77% of the value of the property of 
valuation in School Union No. 9. This is not only the 
share of the building cost but usually indicates the 
share of the operating cost. 

4. Share of cost would be $77,288.73 for Parsons- 
field’s share in a building costing what this building 
does and paid for under the present school construction 
law and the other circumstances stated in this report. 

5. “P” stands for the principal payments each year 
for Parsonsfield’s share of this building when it is paid 
for on a 25 year basis; which would be $3,091.55 each 
year. 

6. “I” (3%) stands for interest for the first year 
on Parsonsfield’s share of $77,288.73 at the rate of 3% 
would add $2,318.66 to the principal for a total pay- 
ment of $5,410.21 for the first year. 

7. Tax rate would be $7.28 per thousand based upon 
the property valuation used by the local assessors to 
raise $5,410.21 for this first year. 

8. “P” stands for principal’ payments for Parsons- 
field’s share of this building when it is paid for on a 
20 year basis; which would be $3,864.44 for each year. 

9. “I (3%) stands for interest for the first year at 
3% on Parsonsfield’s share of $77,288.73, which would 
add $2,318.66 to the principal for a total payment of 
$6,183.10 for this first year on a 20 year basis. 

10. Tax rate would be $8.32 per thousand based 
upon the property valuation used by the local assessors 
to raise $6,183.10 for the payment of the first years 
total of interest plus principal if Parsonsfield’s share 
of this building is paid for over a period of 20 years. 
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The first step in arranging for the erection of an 
area high school would be the formation of a school 
district to permit borrowing outside of the town’s debt 
limit. This would require the interested towns to vote 
in town meeting to join with other towns to form a 
school district for the purpose of erecting and operat- 
ing an area high school. Then the towns would be re- 
quired to send representatives to attend a hearing held 
by a legislative committee which considers such bills. 
If this committee approved the application of the sev- 
eral towns concerned, the bill would then appear be- 
fore the House of Representatives and the Senate for 
their approval. If they passed the bill, it would go to 
the governor for his approval. 

If the towns in this school union were to raise the 
money to finance their share of the cost of the building 
used in this illustration, it would require borrowing, 
outside of the present debt limit, a sum equal to 9.6% 
of the combined State valuations of the six towns. 

To secure financial assistance to construct an area 
high school either the State or the Federal government 
should appropriate funds to carry out the present law 
which makes it possible to provide this help. After 
these funds have been provided, it would be necessary 
to secure the approval of the State School Building 
Assistance Commissions for the financial assistance. 
This commissions has the legal responsibility of deter- 
mining whether or not the proposed construction is in 
the best interests of the community school district 
and State, that the proposed construction should be 
undertaken and determine the approved cost as the 
basis of assistance. At the time this report is written 
no decision has been received whether or not the State’s 
assistance would be reduced if gifts were made or willed 
for the construction of such a school. 

The following budget has been recommended by your 
superintending school committee and approved by the 
town budget committee: 
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Elementary schools, $16,725.00 
Books and supplies, 650.00 
Repairs, 2,000.00 
Bus depreciation fund, 800.00 
High school tuition, 2,600.00 


In closing, I thank all who have co-operated in the 
success of the Parsonsfield schools during the past 
year.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending 
School Committee, and Citizens of Parsonsfield: 


I am pleased to submit the following report for music 
in the Parsonsfield Schools: 


MILLIKEN SCHOOL 
According to progressive plans, the five-point pro- 
gram, namely: singing, playing, dancing, listening 
and creating is being carried out. 
New Music Horizons Books and a new book for the 
seventh grade entitled “All Americans Sing” are being 
used. 


Grade four receives a good foundation in musical 
theory at its level and this work is continued through 
the eighth grade. Unison songs are used in this grade 
and for technical work the extended scale plus the 
application of the syllables and pitch names of the 
notes. 


Two-part songs are taught in the fifth grade while 
three-part songs are studied and sung in grades six 
and seven. It is most gratifying to see and hear these 
pupils sing this part work with more ease and under- 
standing from year to year. — 


The “Milliken Choristers” are doing fine work this 
year and sing at regular intervals in church and ap- 
peared on the Christmas program. 


Last May they sang at the State and New England 
Festivals, receiving a first rating at both festivals. 
The judge at the New England Festival commented, 
and I quote, “A very fine group, if possible try and get 
more time with this group, they would be very out- 
standing.” 


It is the plan again this year to take the choir to 
the State Festival at Sanford.

Secular music for this group is bought with the 
Spring Festival money. The sacred music is given to 
the choir by its sponsor, the Fidelis Class of the 
Methodist Church. 

A Christmas program was very well given by the 
pupils of this school and financially, a success. Work 
on the May Festival will begin some time in March. 
Proceeds from the Festival will be used for a library of 
records.

CONSOLIDATED PROGRAM 

The pupils from the South, East and North (Blazo) 
Schools are being transported by buses to the East 
School and Grange Hall for music one morning each 
week. 

Grades one and two sing together many rote songs. 
Grades three and four sing songs from Book II of 
New Music Horizons. Here they learn to follow the 
words and music. Grades five, six and seven sing from 
Book IV of the above series. Here they learn to read 
music by singing syllables and pitch names. They are 
also studying music theory. 

Rhythmic drill, singing games and folk dancing have 
been given a very important part in the program. The 
pupils are doing fine work and are most co-operative. 

The pupils gave a fine Christmas program and this 
spring we hope to give another one in the form of a 
festival. 

Parents and friends of the schools are cordially in- 
vited to visit the various music classes and activities 
at any time. 

To the teachers I extend my thanks for their fine co- 
operation, sustained interest and excellent results 
which they have made possible.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered the Town 
of Parsonsfield by the York County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association for the period beginning January 1, 1950, to 
January 1, 1951. 


A continuance of our health program has kept in motion a 
constant effort to help eradicate tuberculosis, protect and im- 
prove the general health of the citizens. 


Besides the time spent on general school health problems, 
considerable time has been spent on routine examinations and 
special inspections of school children. A follow-up of these 
examinations has included home visits and working with par- 
ents and assisting with the correction of physical defects, 
nutritional and other problems. Other home visits have been 
routine follow-up on cases of tuberculosis. 


The annual inspections completed in all schools : 


Number of pupils inspected, 191 
Number of pupils with no dental defects, v4 
Number of pupils with defective teeth (deciduous), 71 
Number of pupils with defective teeth (permanent), 6% 
Number of pupils with defective throat, she 
Number of pupils with defective vision, 5

Over a period of three months the pupils underweight have 
gained—one gained three pounds, the other gained two 
pounds. The fine balanced hot lunch served at noon is doing a 
great deal for the children. 


One of the important phases of health education is the 
promotion of mouth health as recommended by the American 
Association of Public Health Dentists : 
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a. Early and frequent dental care, beginning at two years 
of age. 


b. Good nutrition, especially during the period when 
teeth are forming (from birth to about thirteen years 
of age). 


c. Avoidance of sweet and starchy foods, especially 
candy, cake, cookies, etc., eaten between meals. 


d. Good home care of the teeth and gums. 


One hundred and nine hearing tests were given in the 
schools with the audiometer. Twelve pupils were found to > 
have hearing losses ranging from 6% to 27%. These people 
were advised to go to their family physician for examinations. 


An East Parsonsfield fourth grade pupil suffering with the 
toothache was taken to Kezar Falls to Dr. Doe for dental 
relief. The dental bill was paid by a Limerick citizen. 


One trip made to Fairfield Sanatorium with a tuberculosis 
patient. 


The Local Salvation Army Unit and Local Red Cross Unit 
have given money for clothing, dentistry and tonsil cases in 
several worthy families. 


Guidance and assistance in health education and health 
problems have been given in schools and families many times 
during the year. 


With many thanks to the people, including the teachers and 
superintendent of schools, for their assistance and coopera- 
tion throughout the year.

My first annual report as your superintendent of schools is 
submitted herewith. 


Because of questions which have been raised concerning 
appropriations and expenditures in connection with the 
schools, the emphasis in this report will be on financial data 
and analyses. In addition there will be observations relative 
to faculty, enrollment, books and supplies, and repairs. 


FACULTY AND ENROLLMENT 


The teaching force remained intact from the previous year. 
This is fortunate for a variety of reasons, but especially be- 
cause there is considerable evidence that these teachers are 
genuinely interested in the welfare and progress of your chil- 
dren. They are alert to the necessity of varying their pro- 
grams in order to meet the individual as well as the group 
needs of the pupils. This is important because it means that 
help is given where help is needed insofar as it is possible to 
do so. Such a philosophy requires a more careful preparation 
and presentation of materials than would otherwise be neces- 
sary. Apparently your teachers are willing to put forth this 
extra effort. 


Five teachers—Evelyn Day, Betty Ela, Bertha Moody, 
Edith Smith, and Mildred Stacy—secured additional profes- 
sional training in 1950 by attending the summer session at 
Gorham State Teachers’ College. This is one of the many 
ways in which teachers try to improve themselves proies- 
sionally.

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MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION 


In general, the schools are fairly well supplied with text- 
books and other materials. The normal replacement of used 
books is to be expected as well as some purchases of supplies 
to guard against reducing the quantity to dangerously low 
levels in the face of present day scarcities—actual and 
threatened. 

There is a need for the purchase of supplementary reading 
materials with special emphasis on library books. Some au- 
thorities claim that by the time the average child has com- 
pleted the second grade, he should have read at least two hun- 
dred books. It is not proposed to defend or refute that state- 
ment at this time. However, an important part of the reading 
program is the development of an interest in reading for 
pleasure as well as for knowledge. It therefore becomes the 
school’s obligation to provide an opportunity for children to 
read “on their own,” thus utilizing the skills learned in the 
basic reading program. This means books—lots of books— 
with interesting stories for all ability levels. 

In addition to incidental repairs, it is desired to make a few 
alterations and improvements. The renovating job begun at 
Blazo School last year should be completed. Some fill is 
needed near.the steps at the South School. More painting 
needs to be done at Milliken School as well as the possible 
alteration of the kitchen. A few finishing touches to the im- 
provements already made at the East School are in order. A 
serious need in all schools is new seating units to replace ones 
in very poor condition. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS 

The question has been asked as to why the town was re- 
quested to appropriate $4,500.00 more for elementary schools 
for 1950-51 than in 1949-50. 

Before presenting figures to explain the increase, it should 
be pointed out that at the time of the special town meeting, it 
was believed that the fiscal year would close about the middle 
of February instead of February third. As a result, the ex- 
penditures for the year just ended include one less payroll

than would normally be the case. This explains the unex- 
pended balance in the elementary school account. 


The analysis of the $4,500.00 appropriation increase is 
itemized as follows: 


1. The town received less money from the 
State school fund—approximately, $1,050.00 


2. In 1948-49 there was an unexpended balance 
of $1,040.00 carried forward to 1949-50; 
there was no balance carried forward to 
1950-51, 1,040.00 


3. In 1949-50 there was an overdraft of 
$717.00 that had to come out of the 1950-51 


appropriation, 717.00 

4. This year ended with a balance of $1,338.00 
instead of last year’s deficit of $717.00, 2,055.00 

5. Miscellaneous receipts for 1949-50 exceeded 
those for 1950-51 by about, 27.00 
$4,889.00 
6. Expenses decreased by approximately, 400.00 
$4,489.00 


The following table has been set up to show comparisons 
for the last three years relative to resources available for the 
elementary schools. The total expenditures and financial 
standing for each year are also included. 


A careful study of these figures will show that: 

a. The total expenditures for each of the three years 
have remained quite constant. 

b. The net resources available have not varied nearly as 
much as the town appropriations have. 

c. The balances or overdrafts varied in relation to net 
resources available, inasmuch as expenditures re- 
mained relatively constant.

It has been possible to reduce the total appropriation re- 
quests this year as compared with last year by $2,200.00. A 
further reduction would have been possible if the town could 
have planned on receiving its full State subsidy for the ensu- 
ing year. We have been notified to figure on only eighty-five 
cents on the dollar because it is not known what new legisla- 
tion the present legislature will or will not pass. This means 
one thousand dollars that Parsonsfield is entitled to but can 
not count on.
